Muslim leader arrested; 
Egypt chaos continues 


CAIRO Mohamed Badi, leader of the Muslim 
Brotherhood, was arrested by Egyptian secu- 
rity forces Thursday in a crackdown against 
the Islamist movement after the army ousted 
the country’s first democratically elected 
president. 

The dramatic exit of President Mohammed 
Morsi was greeted with delight by millions of 
people on the streets of Cairo and other cities 
overnight, but there was simmering resent- 
ment among Egyptians who opposed military 
intervention. 

An Islamist coalition led by the Brother- 
hood called on people across the nation to 
protest in a “Eriday of Rejection” following 
weekly prayers, an early test ofMorsi’s ongoing 
support and how the military will deal with it. 

Perhaps aware of the risk of a polarized 


society, the new interim leader, judge Adli 
Mansour, used his inauguration to hold out 
an olive branch to the Brotherhood, Morsi’s 
power base. 

“The Muslim Brotherhood are part of this 
people and are invited to participate in build- 
ing the nation as nobody will be excluded, and 
if they respond to the invitation, they will be 
welcomed,” he said. 

But a senior Brotherhood official said it 
would not work with “the usurper authori- 
ties”. Another of its politicians said Morsi’s 
overthrow would push other groups, though 
not his own, to violent resistance. 

Morsi’s removal after a year in office marked 
another twist in the turmoil that has gripped 
the Arab world’s most populous country in 
the two years since the fall of Hosni Mubarak.

WAY, WAY BACK’ DUO JIM RASH AND 
NAT FAXON FIND THE FUNNY IN THE SAD

More than a year later, Nat Faxon hasn’t fully 
processed winning an Academy Award. 

“It still feels surreal and dreamlike,” said 
the former “Ben and Kate” star, whose work 
with Jim Rash (Dean Pelton on “Commu- 
nity”) and Alexander Payne on “The Descen- 
dants” earned them a Best Adapted Screen- 
play Oscar. “%u can’t believe it happened. 
Did that really happen?” 

The terrific “The Way, Way Back,” Faxon 


and Rash’s latest co-writing effort and first as 
co-director, is even better. Opening Friday, 
the film chronicles a teenager’s (Liam James) 
eventful summer as he works at a water park 
with a lax manager (Sam Rockwell), befriends 
an independent young girl (AnnaSophia 
Robb) and laments his mom’s (Toni Collette) 
rude new boyfriend (Steve Carell). 

If that seems like the same kind of fam- 
ily dysfunction-related material in “The De- 
scendants,” know that the filmmaking pair 


(who met at the Groundlings theater in L.A.) 
wrote “The Way, Way Back” about eight years 
ago, and it hasn’t aged a day At the Waldorf- 
Astoria Hotel, Rash, 42, and Faxon, 38, talked 
about the rules of water parks and when little 
moments blowup into big ones. 

You went to RL for lunch. What did you 
order? 

Nat Faxon: We kept it simple. 

Jim Rash: We had the exact same thing. 
{We’re} best friends. 

NF: We did. We had mussels, soups and 
salads. 

JR: It sounds like we had plural, but we had 


one soup and one salad. We had tomato 
bisque, and we had an arugula salad. 

Did you awkwardiy say your orders at the 
same time? 

JR: No, I ordered, and then he just said, “I’ll 
have what he’s having.” Because I make good 
choices. 

NF: It pretty much speaks for our relation- 
ship. ...Jim decides and I say “That’s right, 
we’ll do what Jim said.” 

JR: It’s a great marriage. 

The film’s opening scene, in which a kid’s 
mom’s boyfriend asks him what he is on a 







scale of 1 to 10 and says he’s a 3, really 
happened to you, Jim. Does it feei thera- 
peutic to have shared this with the world? 

JR: Yeah! Way before this, we developed a 
TV show in 2005 and we shot the pilot for 
it. It didn’t go anywhere, but it was about 
adoption and I was adopted. So it was 
about sharing stuff, and I think we always 
connect with stuff we know. 

Have you ever met someone who doesn’t 
like water parks, and what does that say 
about them? 

NF: That they hate fun. 

JR: Yeah. 

NF: Or that they’re a germophobe. 
[Laughs.] 

JR: They are a germophobe because I’m 
a bit of one, so shooting at Water Wizz 
sometimes was a challenge for me. Not 
because it wasn’t clean but because it’s a 
lot of people sharing bathrooms. 

NF: Y)u’ve never seen someone get so 
high up on their tippy-toes when walking 
around. 

Care to demonstrate, Jim? 

JR: Well, if I had my shoes on you’d just 
see my toes curl in the back and just 
walk like big nubs. We shot at a place 
in South Shore, Boston. It was a good, 
family-run water park, which reminded 
us more of what we probably went to [as 
kids}. Now it’s more connected to theme 
parks; they’re more corporate or tied to 
something bigger. While they’re all great 
and have these amazing new rides, this 
has good rides but it was the old school. 

[I remembered] getting the mats and 
going down these quite simple 
tube rides. 

What are some important 
water park do’s and don’ts 
you remember from grow- 
ing up? Or ruies you violated? 

JR: Everyone ran. 

NF: Going to the bathroom 
barefoot. [Laughs.} 

JR: Was that a rule? 

NF: That’s just a self-imposed rule. 

JR: Oh my God. I would adhere to that 
now. 

NF:Idid not as a child. Now I would 
be a little bit more skeptical of going 
into those bathrooms without shoes on. 
[Laughs.] 

JR: Heeby jeebies. No running. 

NF: No running. There are rules. You can’t 
curl up your mat and go down on your 
stomach because you will go super fast. 

How many times did you do that? 

NF:Alot! 

JR: You also always wanted to try to go 
right after someone and they would space 
you apart. Now it’s more intense. As I 


remember it was like, ‘And go,” but some- 
times they’re watching so they can see 
you go almost to the bottom before they 
release someone else. 

There’s a big scene in the film that hap- 
pens while playing Candy Land. Why 
does that game help reveal people’s true 
selves? 

JR: That minutiae is always to us very 
interesting. ...These simple moments 
are sometimes where the most dramatic 
or most weighty moments happen for 
people. It’s not these grand, blow-out 
fights that are so orchestrated but rather 
something that caught them off-guard. 


How? 

JR: You always over-clean, which is a 
problem. I over-cleaned, but I missed 
key things. I didn’t pick up this rug and 
realized— people seem like they want to 
screw you over. Someone had put a bunch 
of mixed nuts under this thing. There’s no 
way to explain half this stuff The weirdest 
thing was we had one of those basketball 
... what do you call it? 

NF:Rim. 

JR: Basketball rim. Backboard. 

NF: Ahoop. 

JR: A hoop, ^ah, hoops. That’s [not] what 
my mom called it; that’s why I got thrown 
off 

NF: It was called what? 

JR: Basketball goal. That’s what my mom 


called it. ... One of those ones that’s con- 
nected to the house, and I didn’t even 
notice that someone had ripped it down 
and thrown it into the creek near our 
house. Anyway I got past all that stuff In 
other words, they were mad at me for a 
long period of time and then years later, I 
was probably in college or beyond, having 
dinner with my mom and my sister at this 
restaurant near of all places the Grand 
Canyon. ... We were taking a road trip, and 
it was brought up in jest. My sister said, 
“Remember that time?” And it was as if no 
time had passed. And this dinner became 
my mom slamming her hand. She goes, 
“I’m still upset about that.” 

Have you had an experience like that, 
Nat? 

NF: Probably yes. I certainly think there’s 
a competitiveness that comes out when 
you’re playing any board games or a sport 
or something like your friend in tennis. All 
of sudden... 

Someone throws a racket ... 

NF: Yeah, somebody throws a racket or a 
ball. It’s a questionable call whether it was 
in or out. You get into it, and it’s not really 
that big of a deal. You can just replay the 
point or I’ll give you the point or ... 

Friendship over. 

NF: Yeah, and then it’s friendship over. 
That happens to Jim and I all the time. 

JR: Our friendship ends on a daily basis. 

By the hour. 

How do you patch it up? 

JR: Usually he just buys me a gift. I’m easy 
NF: Usually I just come in, apologize and 
say he was right the whole time. And now 
we’re back to the beginning.

Can you think of a time that’s 
happened to you?

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If possible, I would 
blend “The Way Way 
Back” with ice and syrup 
and drink it all summer. 
I’d wear it as sunscreen 
or I’d put it in my 
pocket, careful that it 
didn’t get wet at the pool 
or beach. 

That’s how much I 
enjoyed the bittersweet 
summer memories of 
this dramedy written and 
directed by Nat Eaxon 
and Jim Rash, who also 
co-star as water park em- 
ployees. Unlike the pair’s 
Oscar-winning script 
with Alexander Payne 
for “The Descendants,” 
“Back” effortlessly blends 
the good with the bad 
of family and friends without using laughs to shy 
away from the hard stuff A few moments in the 
film devastate, and many of them soar. 

Shy 14-year-old Duncan (Liam James of “The 
Killing”) would much rather be with his dad in 
California than spending the summer in a north- 
eastern beach town with his mom (Toni Col- 
lette) and her boyfriend, Trent (Collette’s “Little 
Miss Sunshine” co-star Steve Carell), whose 
emotional abuse of Duncan is as casual as it is 
damaging. When Trent says, “One day we could 
become a family” he wants Duncan to take it as 
a threat, not an olive branch or gesture of hope. 
Without the confidence to make a move on the 
girl next door (AnnaSophia Robb of “The Carrie 
Diaries”), Duncan escapes to the water park, 
which serves the opposite purpose of the last- 
chance wasteland of ‘Adventureland.” There, an 
employee (Sam Rockwell in a triumphant comic 
performance) takes Duncan under his wing 
while taking absolutely nothing else seriously 
The cast couldn’t fit together any more snugly 
Carell’s an excellent, understated jackass, while 
Allison Janney as Trent’s boozing sister and 
Susanna’s (Robb) mom, epitomizes the flailing 
desperation that Rash and Eaxon see in many of 
their adult characters. James was a great choice 
for Duncan— he’s the wallflower who just needs 
a push, the classic coming-of-age hero who will 
have his greatest experiences long after the 
movie ends but keep the events shown dear to 
his heart all the same. 

The characterizations and discoveries of 
“Back” never feel new, yet there’s a timelessness 
to each misstep, humiliation and mini- triumph. 
It’s the awkwardness of youth and the desired 
stability of adulthood, presented as if that jour- 
ney puts a big, fun smile on your face.

Though it’d make a 
good title for a biopic 
about Jessie Spano, 
“I’m So Excited!”

If that sounds too gleefully over-the-top 
for you, stop reading now Almodovar opens 
“I’m So Excited!” with a disclaimer that 
the Action and fantasy that follows bear 
no relation to reality He then indulges in a 
comedy that’s part twisted and hilarious, part

dangerously fluffy 

Yes, it’s funny when a bunch of people 
crowd the cockpit (no reality there, of course) 
and drunken flight attendant Joserra (Javier 
Camara of Almodovar’s last great film, 2002’s 
“Talk to Her”) spills secrets about the pilots’ 
hidden sexualities. In real life this is hardly 
so jokey but Almodovar has fun with the 
betrayal. Not as funny: When the passengers, 
all delirious and horny after the flight crew 
dispenses a mescaline-enhanced “Valencia 
cocktail,” publicly get it on in the cabin, 
including a virgin who takes advantage of a 
drugged passenger. 

It’s fine to orchestrate a colorful farce, but 
let’s draw the line at sexual assault. 


Almodovar vets Antonio Banderas and 
Penelope Cruz cameo in a forgettable 
opening bit, and the filmmaker eventually 
struggles to deliver more than a few strong 
scenes and conversations. When he tries 
to make us care about anyone on board, or 


repeatedly addresses banking woes of Spain, 
he fails. 

Yet this crew seeks only to distract and 
entertain its customers, and “I’m So Excited!” 
fittingly succeeds as a diversion. Don’t expect 
to see it on a flight, though. Ever.

James Badge Dale brings 
intensity to diverse roles

Over the last few years, James Badge Dale 
has quietly and effectively become one of the 
most versatile young actors working today 

He was brilliantly sleazy as Michael Fass- 
bender’s womanizing boss in Steve McQueen’s 
2011 drama “Shame.” Last faU, he stole a brief 
but memorable scene from under Denzel 
Washington’s nose as a gaunt, cynical hospital 
patient dying of cancer in “Flight.” 

And this summer, he’s demonstrating his 
skillfulness as Guy Pearce’s ruthless hench- 
man in “Iron Man 3,” as the no-nonsense U.S. 
Army Ranger stationed in Korea who falls 
victim to zombies in “World War Z,” and as 
the strong, silent and tough Texas Ranger 
Dan Reid, older brother of the lawyer (Armie 
Hammer) who becomes the titular character 
in Gore Verbinski’s “The Lone Ranger.” 

“I like to work,” Dale said, in something of 
an understatement. 

With his blue eyes, warm smile and winning 
personality. New Abrker Dale was charmingly 
boyish in a recent interview at the Walt Dis- 
ney studio in Burbank. 

Dale had a brief stint as a child actor but 
opted out of acting when he became obsessed 
with hockey After he was injured in the rink 
in college. Dale ventured back into perform- 
ing, bringing the same commitment, passion 
and discipline he developed on the ice. 

Though Dale has had starring roles in the 
2010 HBO series “The Pacific” and the short- 
lived AMC 2010 series “Rubicon,” he likes to 
search for smaller, pivotal parts that speak to 
him. 

“I read a lot of scripts,” said Dale, who is 
the son of actor-choreographer-dancer-direc- 


tor Grover Dale and the late Broadway star 
Anita Morris, who won a Tony Award in 1982 
for the musical “Nine.” 

“I have always tried to trust my instincts,” 
the 35-year-old said. “Early on, when I was in 
my 20s, I was passing on auditions. Everyone 
said I was crazy But I didn’t understand the 
parts. I am not someone who believes that 
every actor should be able to do everything. 
There are characters that I read and I find 
myself gravitating toward.” 

He said he approaches each role with a 
“full-blown” intensity 

“Part of my job is to take risks,” Dale said. 
“Steve McQueen hammered me on that on 
‘Shame.’ He said, ‘Don’t ever play it safe. Nev- 
er walk away from a set feeling you didn’t take 
a chance, you didn’t take a risk.’ ” 

Verbinski said Dale nailed Dan Reid at the 
audition. 

“I remember him coming in and reading 
and saying, ‘That’s the guy’ I am not sure 
what he does for his other parts, but he was 
committed to the role of this kind of classic 
American Texas Ranger. If he had a day off, 
you could find Badge at the local pool haU, 
sipping on a beer and playing pool with the 
locals.” 

Dale, who had never ridden a horse before, 
embraced the cowboy boot camp the actors 
went to on set in Albuquerque, N.M. In fact, 
he said he created his concept for Dan dur- 
ing his six weeks there, learning to be a man 
of the west. “Hanging out on a horse all day 
changes the way you walk,” Dale said. “When 
you hang out with guys who work with horses 
all day you see their mannerisms. I started to 
find the character through them.”

Kevin Hart throws jokes like he’s working a 
speed bag. 

It’s a flurry of funny— punchlines, quips 
and bursts of comedic noise tumble out of 
the 32-year-old comic’s mouth at an astonish- 
ing rate. 

There’s scarcely time to laugh before he’s 
off, onto the next setup, the next payoff 
Filmed during a pair of sold-out shows at 
Madison Square Garden last year, “Let Me 
Explain” finds the restless Hart spending a 
brisk 80 minutes proving why his star has 
steadily risen over the past decade.

After an amusing opening sketch, with 
Hart alluding to some of the off-stage drama 
that’s plagued him (divorce, a DUI arrest) 
and a brief recap of his European tour, he 
spends the bulk of his set mining relation- 
ships for humor, whether those are with 
unhinged women or his own children. 

Blending an elastic voice with a gift for 
visual mimicry Hart evokes predecessors 
like Eddie Murphy and Chris Rock while 
setting himself apart. Opening “Let Me 
Explain” on the July 4 week is a bold 
gambit, and one designed to assert Hart’s 
dominance and drawing power. (The 
audience I saw the film with roared from 
start to finish.) 

Stand-up concert films remain a niche 
product, but watching Hart’s quicksilver rou- 
tine here suggests it won’t be long before he’s 
commanding the crowds his talent deserves.

craft beer options were Sheffield’s or 
bust. DryHop first whet my appetite in 
April 2012, when brewer Brant Dubo- 
vick and chef Pete Repak announced 
that they had teamed up to open a 
Broadway brewpub— by winter 2012, 
they said. 

A year and a half later, a spray-paint sten- 
ciled message on the pub’s still-under-con- 
struction facade read: “Brewing Spring 2013. 
Promise.” Lakeview and Chicago’s larger craft 
beer conmumity waited patiently as details 
about the brewpub, and a few collaboration 
beers made in partnership with other brewer- 
ies trickled out. OK, I thought, our interest is 
officially piqued ... now open already 

Finally, on June 13, DryHop unlocked the 
doors and greeted the thirsty masses. Report- 
edly large crowds kept me away for the first 
weeks, but I was enthusiastic to return to my 
former neighborhood for a taste of made- 
on-site beer and a locally sourced menu. But 
great anticipation also can lead to disappoint- 
ment: Would DryHop prove worth the wait?

sauce and a thick garlic-parmesan aioli. 

Oh, and a burger as good as Kuma’s 
Corner? That was my server’s borderline- 
heretical description of the DryHop burger 
($12) .Though the patty indeed was per- 
fectly cooked and made from a high-quality 
blend of brisket and short rib, it’s unfair to 
compare this relatively simple sandwich to 
the topping-crazy versions at Kuma’s. My 
favorite aspect of this arugula-and-sweet- 
onion- topped burger was the cheese— a 
creamy, almost sour aged raw milk cheddar 
that surprised me with its punch of flavor. If 
you prefer a milder cheese, steer clear. 

I’d walk across the neighborhood for: The 

beer. Brewer Brant Dubovick loves himself a 
hoppy beer, so I went straight for the Head 
Full of Zombies pale ale and the single-hop 
Aces High IPA (both $5 per pint), brewed 
only with Sorachi Ace hops. It’s easy to 
browse the beers, since many are available 
by the flight ($12), 10 -ounce pour, pint or 
21-ounce Frankfurt mug. I also tried the 
Batch 001 ($5 for 21 ounces), a rarely seen 
style called Chicago common that is a hybrid 
of a Midwest cream ale and a California 
common. I narrowly missed trying the Angry 
Samoan coconut stout, which ran out while 
I was mid-meal. That’s no surprise, given the 
relatively petite size of the gleaming silver 
beer tanks, which are visible from the dining 
room and located just behind the bar. And 
demand has been huge, too. “It’s amazing

how many beers we’re going through,” Dubo- 
vick said. “We’re going through beers so fast; 
it’s great. I thought we’d be busy but this 
is pure insanity” Though DryHop doesn’t 
bottle its beers, bartenders wiU All 64- and 
32-ounce to-go growlers, and on one Sunday 
each month— this month it’s July 13 — one of 
the beers is chosen for $10, 64-ounce growler 
fills (and that includes the glass jug). 

I’d skip: More meat and carbs. Though print- 
ed info on the menus suggests ordering two 
to three plates per person to share, my friend 
and I couldn’t find many lighter options 
to order alongside our heavy sandwiches. 
Poutine? Prosciutto-wrapped, cheese-stuffed 
peppers? Sausage? Even the lone vegetarian 
shared plate, a tower of parmesan grits ($11), 
seemed on the heavier side. There are a few 
seafood options, such as shrimp and grits 
($11) and a sea scallop with chorizo-shrimp 
hash ($11), but these too seemed like a lot to 
eat alongside our sandwiches. In the end, we 
chose an order of mussels ($9), which was on 
the smaller side at only 14 small mollusks to 
an order. 

Bottom line: Lakeview residents should defi- 
nitely check out this already-popular oasis of 
accessible craft beer. Come on a sunny day 
when the front accordion-style windows are 
open and groups of young friends are glow- 
ing from the summer weather and multiple 
pints— and don’t forget to bring your biggest 
appetite.
